There  seems  a  reluctance  to  report  concerns  or  suspicions 
on  101  as  people  do  not  want  to  feel  they  are  wasting 
police  time.  However,  the  police  welcome  our  input  as  we 
know  our  neighbourhood  the  best  and  hence  what  seems 
unusual  or  'not  quite  right'.  So  if,  for  example,  you  have 
suspicions  about  a  vehicle  roaming  the  streets,  the  police 
would  like  us  to  submit  details  of  the  numberplate,  the 
car  and  its  occupants  as  it  may  subsequently  be  linked  to 
a  crime.  Please  do  not  keep  any  concerns  about  situations 
or  individuals  to  yourself- ring  them  through  and  let  the 
police  decide  if  they  are  significant  or  not. 

Unfortunately  there  are  currently  staff  shortages  on  101, 
which  sometimes  cause  delays  in  getting  through,  but  the 
Constabulary  are  actively  recruiting  new  staff  to  resolve 
this  problem.  Also,  they  hope  to  soon  introduce  'Queue- 
busted  which  will  allow  callers  to  hang-up  and  be  rung 
back  when  they  get  to  the  front  of  the  queue. 
Alternatively,  information  can  be  emailed  to 
histon.npt@cambs.pnn.police.uk  (although  always  use 
101  for  reporting  actual  incidents).

We  would  like  to  know  whether  anyone  else  has  the 
same  challenge  that  we  do  with  the  bin  collections. 

It  seems  that  if  we  do  not  put  the  bins  out  for 
collection  right  on  the  edge  of  our  driveway,  they  are 
not  emptied.  Even  if  the  car  is  not  on  the  driveway, 
and  die  bins  are  left  in  their  usual  place  in  front  of  the 
garage,  the  waste  disposal  team  will  not  touch  them  if 
they  are  not  in  the  'designated'  spot. 

There  is  no  advice  on  the  district  council's  website 
about  where  bins  should  be  left  for  collection.  In  any 
case,  as  the  driveway  is  in  the  comer  at  the  end  of  a 
cul-de-sac  and  adjacent  to  a  footpadi,  we  have  very 
few  places  that  we  can  leave  our  bins  without 
blocking  die  right  of  way  or  preventing  our 
neighbours  from  using  their  driveways. 

We  usually  just  report  the  missed  collection  online,  or 
leave  it  undl  die  next  fortnight  if  there  is  very  little 
waste  in  the  bin.  We  think  odiers  may  be  experiencing 
the  same  issue,  as  it  would  be  impossible  for  a 
wheelchair  or  buggy  to  navigate  the  pavements  on 
collecdon  day.  Does  this  have  somediing  to  do  with 
die  waste  collecdon  teams  'trespassing7  on  private 
land  in  order  to  carry  out  their  job?

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Green  bins  -  for  those  of  us  who  need  two  green  bins, 
the  council's  policy  on  requests  for  additional  green  bins  is 
reinstated  so  now  you  can  request  an  extra  bin  which  will 
happily  be  collected  with  your  other  green  bin  by  South 
Cambs  on  your  usual  collection  day.  This  will  meet 
residents'  demand/expectation  and  promote  diversion 
from  landfill.  An  additional  green  bin  will  cost  £72.50. 
Application  for  heart  ofNorthstowe  to  be  considered  - 
Councillors  will  reconsider  plans  for  the  heart  of  the  new 
town  of  Northstowe  week  commencing  22nd  June,  after 
further  information  was  submitted  by  developers. 

New  sports  plans  have  been  submitted  by  the  HCA  which 
have  received  the  backing  of  Sport  England.  The  plans 
could  see  a  new  sports  hall  at  the  secondary  school,  large 
outdoor  spaces,  a  sports  pavilion,  changing  and  storage 
facilities  also. 

Your  vieius  are  requested  on  greener  communities  - 
a  survey  has  been  launched  by  South  Cambs  to  help 
gather  people's  views  as  the  Council  reviews  its 
sustainability  programme  to  ensure  it  best  meets  the 
needs  and  interests  of  parishes,  residents  and 
communities. 

The  online  survey  asks  about  the  areas  of  sustainability 
local  people  are  most  interested  in,  what  the  main  drivers 
are  for  making  greener  choices,  and  the  types  of 
information  and  events  the  Council  could  provide. 

One  scheme  the  partnership  currently  runs,  through 
parish  councils  and  local  energy  groups,  offers  loans  of 
thermal  imaging  cameras  to  help  show  people  where 
heat  is  being  lost  from  their  property.

JOB  CONTENTMENT  IN  THE  EASTERN  REGION 

A  snapshot  of  professional  salaries  and  job 
satisfaction  across  the  Eastern  Region 
Job  contentment  is  an  important  factor  in  a  healthy 
work-life  balance.  Using  real-time  data  from  the  UK's 
first  e-salary  comparison  website, 
www.comparemysalaryxo.uk,  surveyed  4,400 
professionals  on  their  salaries  and  job  contentment 
before  using  a  subset  of  the  data  (3,047  professionals) 
living  across  the  Eastern  Region. 

In  Cambridgeshire,  professionals  are  more  satisfied 
with  their  cur  rent  job  roles  and  salaries  than  those 
working  anywhere  else  in  the  East  of  England.  One- 
fifth  (20%)  of  professionals  surveyed  were  content  in 
their  work  and  were  happy  to  remain  in  their  position 
regardless  of  salary.  Almost  half  (49%)  of  workers  felt 
that  only  a  pay  increase  of  more  than  10%  would  make 
it  worth  their  while  to  change  jobs. 

This  compares  favourably  with  the  rest  of  the  Eastern 
Region.  In  Suffolk,  38%  of  professionals  would  require 
a  pay  rise  of  16-35%  to  tempt  them  to  change  jobs;  but 
13%  were  happy  working  where  they  are  regardless  of 
salary.  In  Norfolk,  17%  of  professionals  were  content 
in  their  current  role  regardless  of  salary.  A  further  18% 
revealed  they  would  only  consider  changing  jobs  if 
they  received  more  than  a  20%  pay  rise.  Essex 
professionals  would  require  a  salary  increase  of  more 
than  25%  to  tempt  them  to  change  jobs;  although  only

ALARMS  4  LIFE  FOR  LANDLORDS 

Landlords  of  privately  rented  properties  in  Cambridgeshire  can  pick  up 
free  smoke  and  carbon  monoxide  alarms  at  upcoming  distribution 
events. 

New  safety  laws  make  it  compulsory  for  all  landlords  to  fit  smoke 
alarms  in  rented  homes  and  are  expected  to  come  into  effect  from 
October  2015,  subject  to  Parliamentary  approval.  Under  the  new  laws 
smoke  alarms  must  be  fitted  on  every  floor  of  the  property  as  well  as 
carbon  monoxide  alarms  in  properties  which  burn  solid  fuels. 
Cambridgeshire  Fire  and  Rescue  Service  has  a  limited  number  of  free 
alarms  to  give  out  to  relevant  landlords  and  will  be  doing  so  at 
distribution  events  at  its  fire  stations  on  the  first  Monday  of  July, 
August  and  September.
